I know that every National Commander of The American Legion who was 
privileged to attend this annual dinner of Chicago Police Post No, '207 j 
considers this occasion one of the highlights of his term in office^ And 
well he might* But I claim an even greater distinction tonight on the 
grounds of personal privilege, - 

This is not only one of the most important and historic events in our 
Legion year. It is a milestone in my life. 

I*ve been privileged to know you members of Post 207 for many years, 
I know from first hand experience the wonderful job you have done and are 
doing for The American Legion. I know of your dedication to our great 
organization and to our programs of service for God and Country. 

Thus, tonight, I have become far. more than a part of a wonderful 
tradition. . .and far more than a guest of outstanding Legionnaires. 1 have 
come back home back among Legionnaires ,of whom I am very proud... and prouder 
still to call" my friendsl 

In The American Legion there are members of posts who, by profession 
or dedication to a particular cause and program, invite comments on their 
specialized interest. There are, for example, posts famous for their work 
and accomplishments in the field *of Veteran Rehabilitation, Child Welfare, 
Americanism, or National Security. * N 
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Chicago Police Post 20? has carried out each of these programs with equal success. 
Thus it would be difficult, if not impossible, to select one of these activities with 
certainty that it commands your special interest and effort. 

I am certain, however, that no group of Legionnaires and no group of Americans 
is more concerned with the welfare, safety and security of our nation and all of our 
people than you.- 

Because your very lives are dedicated to the protection of the person and property 
of your fellow-citizens, you realize more than mostAmericans how our welfare and security, 
individually and as a nation, can be compromised by carelessness and crime. 

Today the greatest danger we face is the international, criminal conspiracy of 
communism, and the threatening indifference of our citizens to this seditious evil. 

In assuming that the recent decline in membership of the Communist Party in the 
united States means a decline in the subversive strength and dedication of communism, 
these citizens misread the signs of the times. They do themselves and our nation a 
disservice if they interpret the suspension of publication of the Daily Worker as further 
proof of the failing appeal and danger of communism in America. 

numbers are important to the Communist Party, of course. More important by far, 
however, is the allegiance of all communists to Moscow. And here in America that allegiance 
has been strengthened and made more binding even as the United States Communist Party 
has declined in membership. 

If the Party numbers only 10,000 members in this country today, these traitors 
are the hard-core, fanatical agents of the Kremlin in our midst. They are the front- 
line shock troops in America of the international communist conspiracy. Behind them is 
mobilized an army of 100,000 or more fellow-travelers and Red sympathizers ready to sell 
their souls and their country into slavery. 

You know, and our fellow-citizens should never forget that throughout recorded 
history all violent political and economic revolutions have been accomplished by approximately 
ten percent of a nations population. Realizing this, we must recognize that the members 
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and allies of the Communist Party in the United States need not outnumber and outvote 
us before they can control the reins of government in this country* 

They now dominate the lives and the government of nearly I4O percent of the people 
of the world. Yet* in the 110 years since the Communist Manifesto was -written, the 
Communist Party has never won pouer in any country by the free vote of a majority of the 
people* 

Surprising as this may seem, even more startling is the fact that when the Soviet 
Communist Party seised power in Russia it had fewer members than the Communist Party 
in the United States a decade ago. 

This tragic pattern has revealed itself in other countries now controlled or 
seriously undermined by communism. 

For exan$>le, the lives of nearly half a billion people are ruthlessly controlled 
by the Communist. Party in Red China. The Party«s present membership there is six 
million but not too many years ago it numbered only 10,000. 

In Italy, the Communist Party now numbers more than two million members, but 
its strength once dwindled to only 15,000 members. 

These figures reveal the seal, the fanaticism, the unswerving dedication and 
determination of communism* The fate of these natipns, of Poland, Hungary, Rumania, " 
Czechoslovakia, and other countries behind the Iron dirtain should dispel forever any 
false sense of complacenqy about the danger of the communist conspiracy in this country. 

It won't, unfortunately, as long as some of our citizens choose to place their 
own interpretation on such developments as the death of the DAILY WCRKER. They see 
in this fact additional evidence that the Communist Party in America is financially 
bankrupt as well as numerically impotent . 

The Party could be broke, although I«ra certain that this is not the case. In any 
event, however, the DAILY WORKER did not cease publication for financial reasons. There 
is one explanation and one explanation only for its end. 

That reason is expediency. And, in this instance, expediency means a difference

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of opinion as to the role of the Communist Party in the United States* 

John W* Gates, former editor of the Daily Worker, resigned from both the paper 
and the Party on January 6th of this year**, just three days before the paper folded* 
His official reason being that he felt "the Communist Party has ceased to be an effective 
force." 

Still a believer in Communism, Gates differed with William Z. Foster, Eugene 
Dennis and the other acknowledged leaders of the Communist Party in the Uhited States 
on the fundamental issue of whether the .Party in this country should be independent or a 
tool of Moscow* He favored an independent course* His resignation demonstrates in a 
rather dramatic fashion that the Communist Party in the Uhited States has reaffirmed and 
reinforced its pledge of allegiance to the Kremlin* 

We should keep this in mind, just as we shouM remember that although the Daily 
Worker has folded, the so-called Sunday edition of the Communist Party in the Uhited 
States, THE WORKER, continues in an expanded form. 

Thus the faithful party members have not been cut off from Moscow. They haven*t 
been forced to think and act for themselves. They are still told what line to follow 
and what lie to preach by the Kremlin* 

Currently they* re poshing the latest, 1958 model of disarmament and summit talk 
propaganda* At the same time, of course, they are exploiting and endeavoring to expand 
those Supreme Court decisions which promise immunity or relief from Smith Act and other 
espionage law prosecutions* 

If we are to judge by the record, they are making progress on both fronts* 

Diplomatically* the Ukited States is faced with mounting pressure from our NATO 
allies to agree to Summit talks on Moscow*s terms. Disarmament, nuclear neutrality and 
other catch slogans are being orbited into space over Europe at a rate to rake satellite 
scientists green with envy* 

At home our Government has been compelled to drop prosecution of key communists 
and Red sympathizers rather than open up vital files to these traitors. 
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It is possible, in my opinion, to maintain, indeed to insist upon a respect 
for the dignity of the Supreme Court and for the personal loyalty and integrity of its 
Justices while being critical of certain Court decisions. It is in this vein that 
The American Legion has suggested that the decision of the Supreme Court on the Jenks 
case, for example, adversely affects our ability as a nation to protect ourselves from 
sedition and subversion* 

We have so stated by resolution of our 195>7 national convention in Atlantic 
City* At the same time, however, this resolution also called on every Legionnaire to 
inform and interest himself in our fight against communism* 

Such an appeal might seem entirely unnecessary to you members of Chicago Police 
Post 207. I am confident that it will serve only as a reminder to all of our members 
of their citizenship responsibilities. But to many Americans it might well be a teaming 
of a grave defeat in our national character. 

And that defect is an unwillingness of too many of our citizens to participate in 
the rough and tumble of politics, shouldering the burdens of citizenship *and not' minding 
it too much if we get hit with a little mud in the process or suffer some inconvenience. 

Judge Harold R. Medina, uho presided at the 19ti9 trial of the communists leaders 
in this country, charged with conspiracy to teach and advocate the overthrow of the 
tfoited States Government by force and violence, put it this way. 

Speaking in New York City not too long ago he said: 

"One of the troubles with this great country of ours is that too many of us have 
abdicated to the self-seekers and those with particular axes to grind. We can .preserve 
our heritage of freedom only if we will fight for it down in the arena where there is 
a chance of getting hurt." 

Then he concluded, as will I, with this shocking, almost unbelievable story. 

l t *In 19k9? n he said, "on the trial of the communist leaders, charged with conspiracy 
to teach and advocate the overthrow of the United States Government by force and violence, 
we started off with a challenge to the entire panel of 'jurors, based upon the claim that 
Kegroes, housewives and working people had been systematically excluded from the jury list. 



2 nob at first realize that this -was funnelled into three of the most important 
of the lines of communist propaganda*. 

"Anyway, it soon developed that there had been no such exclusion and I overruled 
the challenge* So we began to pick the jury with about- ItOO talesman in the courtroom* 

"As I thought the case might take six weeks or two months to try, never dreaming 
that it could last from March into October, I suggested that we first dispose of the 
claims of all those who wished to be excused* 

"The result was that eveiy single business man or executive begged off* I was 
positively ashamed* Even in a case where our whole future might be at stake, for all 
they knew, not a single one of these substantial business men were willing to make the 
sacrifice. 

"The result was that we had a jury composed of the very persons who were claimed 
to have been excluded: three Negroes, including a Negro woman as the foreman, a number 
of housewives and working people. 

niqy friends," Judge Medina concluded, "this is not a healthy sign*" 

The American Legion agrees* Further, we submit that it is just such indifference 
as this -Kfoich can multiply to geometric proportions the power and danger of a so-called 
handful of communists in this country. 

The' communist conspiracy in America needs no help from us to endanger our security 
and survival* It is already a real and present danger that nourishes itself and grows on 
indifference and complacency* 

It is up to you and me, to The American Legion and to other patriotic Americans 
to keep our fellow-citizens alert to the insidious, destructive evil in our midst* 

There has come down to us through the years the warning that "eternal vigilance is 
the price of liberty*" 

I can think of a no more fitting note on which to conclude than the full text of 
this statement by John Curran.

B. F. Austin, Lewis E. IlcCray, and 
Commander John H. Wienand, Jr., Alabama^ and Clifton G. Brown, Homer Coker, .A. ,B« 
Fennell, and Commander W. C. Flowden, Jr., South Carolina. Since the attendance was 
small and the four Departments were represented by no more than four delegates each, 
it was decided that the entire group would act as participants in all discussions 
and there would be no panel break-down with a review by the entire group* 

Promptly after assembly, a schedule was adopted and the Conference began its 
consideration of each of the responsibilities under the Americanism program* 

BOYS STATE 

Each of the Departments represented had been very successful in the operation of 
this project. The Department of South Carolina is .preparing to move its Boys State 
from its present location to the State University. The details of the operation of 
this project wore thoroughly discussed, including the use of high school coaches and 
highway patrol officers as counsellors, the popularity among the boys of tho various 
programs and lectures offered, the universal improvement in behavior and control of 
this project, tho costs of room and board and the screening proceduro used. A 
suggestion was made and favorably accepted that the Directors in tho four Departments 
try to arrango to attend one or more of* tho Boys States offered by tho other Depart- 
ments. Tho Department of Florida explained the use of tho highizay patrol as 
counsellors and tho Department of Alabama explained tho uso of high school coaches. 
Both seemed to have brought about a considerable improvement in tho control and 
interest of tho boys. The Conference approved the present Boys Stato Conference for 
Directo rs and Committee heads as ny; h ol d in M^apol^ Gach^yea r^ , J^g^Qg^ g^ 
the Conference was that this program could not bo carried out under a national y 
pattern and tho Departments should maintain c omplet e responsibility for the program 
offered. ( ^ fi= ^^^^^^^^^- 

BOY SCOUTS, lt~H CLUBS, AND BOYS CLUBS 
The Conference discussed those and other youth programs extensively. Tho grow- 
ing difficulties of sponsoring Boy Scout, U~H and other youth activities under tho 
control oj6[ other agencies were f orcoably demonstrated by tho reports from some of tho 
dolegatos. The growing difficulty of securing volunteer workers in the Post to f 



properly supervise* -theso programs was admitted and regretfully taken into account* 
The thought of the Conference was unanimous in continuing to recommend those projects 
as Community Service programs for the Post but that none of those programs should bo 
emphasized to the degree that the Legion programs should be neglected* 

SAFETY HtOCRAMS 

The Department of Florida reported on a successful safety program and the Depart- 
ment of Alabama reported a joint program conducted by The American legion, the V»F # W. 
and the Stato Highway Patrol, by which Legionnaires in uniform or caps, in company 
with a uniformed Hi^iway Patrol are stationed all over the Stato on certain week-ends 
of the year and stop aU traffic on tho highway, giving to each driver a small 
pamphlet about safety driving and cautioning tho driver about that week-end congestion 
of traffic* Surveys indicated that on those week-ends tho accident incidents wcro 
sharply reduced* Tho Conference felt that a safety program was a splendid community 
service program for each Post and should bo recommended as a program under this 
category but tho details would have to bo adapted to each Department or Post* Tho 
Conference did not feel that a national program of any kind should bo undertaken by 
Tho American Logion as a complete Legion project* 

ORATORICAL AHD ESSAY CONTESTS 

Thoso programs aro programs of Tho American Legion and participation should be 
required as f ar* as possible of each Post* The Conference recommends that the wholo 
program should bo started in Novcmbor of each year so that the , school and Post 
elimination can bo out of tho way bof oro tho Christmas holidays* The Conference 
considered and agreed that no Department should limit tho program by requiring tho 
ossays or orations to be written on any one certain subject, believing that by such 
procedure tho child participating will bo penalized in regional or final contest* It 
was tho thought of tho Conference that tho Essay Contest should be given more 
stimulus to socuro, a wider participation* The Conference also agreed that in con- 
ducting tho Oratorical Contest at tho school and Post level, tho contemporaneous 
feature of tho contest should be required so that tho contestant who had memorized 
an~or^t~ion"prop^^ early in the contest* 

JUNIOR BASEBALL 

Tho Conforonco had tho bonefit of experts in this field and all the problems 
relating to this program wcro thoroughly debated* Tho Conforonco recommends that 
in ordor to reduce tho cxpenso to tho sponsoring Post, loss emphasis be put on 
complete uniform and up to Department Championship Play, tho team bo permitted to 
wear T-shirts, blue jean pants and a cap or similar inexpensive uniforms* The 
Conforonco recommends that tho South Carolina method of play>-off of tho Stato 
championship bo considered by all Departments as a method of financing tho program 



in their Department, that is, a big league homo and homo schedule of seven games* 
Tho Conference recommends consideration of a Tito ($2*00) Dollar registration fee for 
each toam registered for tho use of National Headquarters, although this recommendation 
is not unanimous as it was felt by somo dolegatos that even this small foe would be 
a further dotrtoent to sponsorship of a team* Tho Committee recommends that tho 
Director of this program re-examine tho situation as to Class A high schools with a 
view to limiting Class A*s to schools of five thousand or more attendance and that 
somo rule bo adopted which will permit a team with loss than tho full roster to draft 
playors after getting in tournament play* 

BACK TO GOD 

Much time was devoted to a discussion of this project and a report of success of 
the Departments in its sponsorship* Reports indicated that tho project is now being 
conducted largely by Department Chaplains, which does not permit sufficient emphasis* 
Tho Conference agreed that, a manual should be prepared for tho use of Post Officers, 
explaining tho program and recommending procedure for Post implementation* The 
present handbook, which may be secured for fifteen cents, has been widely distributed 
but apparently has not reached tho Post officials* A great deal of discussion 
ensued about the preparation of a Post Officers Handbook, which would include in tho 
one booklet an abbreviated analysis of each of the Legions Americanism responsibilities 
with a reference to manuals or booklets on each of those subjects in greater detail* 
Somo of tho Department Officials prosent reported that even with the Department and 
Adjutant Conforence held in tho early part of the year and with tho multitude of 
pamphlet information, there is a lack of familiarity with many of these programs 
until the servico of tho Post or Department Officer is about at its end* The 
Conference recommends that a study bo made by the Commission of proparing a primer 
for Post Commanders, which will includo_in the one booklet, a brief analysis of all 
of these projects with information where more detailed manuals or booklets can bo 
secured, and further recommends that the Departments undortako the responsibility of 
getting these primers in tho hands of tho ncwlly elected Post Officials immediately

H-H-UGRATIOH MP NATURALIZATION 

Tho Conference re-affirmed its support of tho KcCarran 3tenigration Act and re- 
affirmed its opposition to any amendments which would change the policy established 
by this Act* 

COUNTER SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITIES 
This subject brought a lively discussion because of the recent experiences of 
tho Departments in attendance* Tho Department of Florida had activeOy supported a 



legislatives investigative committee and became somewhat responsible for the actions 
of that committee* The committoe had some unfortunate experiences,, and the Legion 
program in the Department of Florida was handicapped, by those mistakes * The other 
Departments reported local situations whero persons or publications of small in- 
fluence existed which wore apparently tied in, with a national off ort to dostroy our 
form' of government * The Conference unanimously agreed that the positivo youth 
programs were the greatest defense against subversive activity* It was r.ecommended 
that an effort bo made to prevent the imp or tation and distribution of the. tremendous 
amount of Communist publications sent to this country from overseas either by new 
regulations in tho Post Office Department or some other legal action* Xt was r.ecom** 
mended that Posts do not establish vigilante or amateur committees to investigate 
and* report on subversive activities on a local levol but that the problem bo placed 
ion the Department* It was fo und that the F«B*I» contacts with the various Departmen ts 
Vcr° mo st excellent and there was , a, p^ fect, liaison maintainodJ3otwecn r _tho F»B*I«, 
Of ficers and Legion Officials in tho se four Depa rtments* The Conference opposed Tho 
American Logion*s National office lending its support to any individual office holder 
oven though he might bo an ally in the fight against Communism, believing that tho 
fortunes of any politician are too unpredictable for The American Legion to associate 
itself with* VTo do recommend that, an awards and messages of approbation ,bo distribut- 
ed to thoso public servants who have distinguished thomselvos in the support of tho 
Legion* s ^program* 

The use of a textbook against Communism was thoroughly discussed and dobated 
and tho Conference recommends that tho submitted textbook or something similar bo 
endorsed by tho National Commission and recommended to tho textbook division of the 
various State Departments of Education* Those attending the Conference had not boon 

, privileged to read the textbook now under consideration and could not give an un- 

t 

tjualificd endorsement to this particular book* 

The Conference reaffirmed its boliof that tho Convention in Los Angeles, in 
requesting an investigation of N*A*A*C*P* for Communistic af filiation ' was correct in 
its suspic ion and that if the_resolution^of^.that^Convention^had^b oon« immodint oJ y^ , ■» 
implemented, much of tho subversive work in this area would have boon discontinued* 
It appears to tho dole gates at this Conference that the N*A«A*C*P* is boing master- 
minded and its programs prepared and implemented' by persons of Communistic 
sympathies* 

The Conference recommended that in Department publications, such as tho monthly 
news shoot, more space bo given to articlos on Communistic activities as related to 
tho area embraced by that particular Department* 



SCHOOL AWARDS 

It was tho thouf^rfc of the Conference that this program is being handicapped by 
tho lack of liaison botweon tho school officials and tho Legion Post, which is dis- 
cussed in a lator paragraph; 

EDUCATION 

This subject was reserved for discussion as the last item of the agenda because 
the dolcgatos felt that tho larger part of tho youth programs of The American Logion 
depended in a great degree on a cooperative spirit of endeavor by Post officials and 
school officials'* The Conference reluctantly concluded that the cooperative and 
mutually dependable attitude which existed twenty years &go between the public 
schools and Tho American Logion, has been lost. The Conference concludes that tho 
responsibility for this change may be laid to many things, a Post Commander demanding 
of a local high school principal, at tho last minute, that tho Oratorical Contest, 
Essay Contest, School Awards program or similar projects be taken on by the schools 
the Legion* s stand on Federal Aid to Educations tho lack of contact with N.E.A.$ tho 
feeling on tho part of professional educators that tho Logion is dealing in a field 
whero tho Logion officials arc amatours and the school officials aro prof essionals$ 
tho prosont day adequate provisions for public school education, which do not make 
it so essential for active Legionnaires to fight for school appropriations or public 
school support, aro only some of tho matters mentioned which have affected the 
relationship botwoon tho Legion Post and tho school. Tho "Social Club Legion Post", 
which maintains a bar room and is known in the neighborhood for nothing except the 
fact that tho Club stays open on Sundays, has givon the school administrator an 
excuse for failing to accopt the Legion* s program in the scho.ol. The Conference 
recommends that there must bo a closer relationship with school administration, 
from tho National Commission, to the Commander of the smallest Legion Post.^ Tho 
Conference recommends that on tho election of D opart mont and Post officials, one of 
their first official acts should bo to confer with the school authorities and to 
explain the Legion* s program, requesting, not demanding, that the program bo 
c onsidor ed^n^ 

Department Committees, a Department Chairman bo appointed whose title shall bo 
"Chairman, /imcricanism in School Affairs", that this Chairman bo given the duty of 
maintaining a close working relationship with tho schools in tho Department and that 
the large ,Posts bo encouraged to have such a standing committee of tho Post. This 
Conference recommends for #ho appointment to this Committee, men or women, who have 
a thorough understanding of tho public school system and at tho same timo understand 
and approve tho Americanism program in all its details. Tho Conference considered 
the "Mark~Clark Plan" for a school to bo operated on unused Array installations under 



the direction of Reserve and Regular Officers which will give the young hij£h school 
student who cannot qualify for Boys State, a two or three weeks study similar to 
the program conducted by Boys State* The idea is acceptable to the Conference but 
some of the details may be in conflict with Legion policy and may be such as the 
Departments composing this Conference would not accept them, * Tho South Carolina 
Department is unanimously in support of this program. Tho Conference believes that 
tho National Commission should study this plan and if possible, to work out a detail- 
ed program which carries out the idea of General Clark and which would bo acceptable 
to tho Army* Vfo bcliove such a program should be started as one of the many efforts 
to teach positive Americanism and to combat delinquency problems* 
As a summary, this Conference recommends: 

1* That Regional Conferences bo continued in the future but that they be hold 
within two or throe months after the Department Convention so that tho Department 
off icors may become thoroughly familiar with the Americanism program and the 
responsibility they have as Department officers or chairmen* . The Department of 
Florida lias its convention in May and a Regional Conference hold in February or 
March is of little value to Americanism Chairmen who will go out of office in Hay* . 

2# The deterioration of the cordial relationship between the public school 
administrator and the Legion Post has become apparent and those ^relationships should, 
be restored from the headquarters of tho National organization down to the grade 
school tcachor* 

3* The count or~subvorsivo activities should not be placed in tho hands of 
overzcalous amateurs who will load tho Post, Department or tho National organization 
into tho commission of errors which have to be apologized for later. . All of tho 
benefits of investigating committees can be lost by reckless charges and general 
condemnations, which later aro made to appear as erroneous* . 

The Conference believes that a positive training and teaching program like tho 
youth activities, tho textbook on Communism and intelligent explanation of the 
American way of life, are the greatest weapons against the salesmanship of tho 
Communist Party* . ______

Warning To U.S 




I 've spent 40 years, my whole career, dealing with the 
seamienside of life — robbery, kidnapping, gangster- 
ism and murder. It is possible that the nation's 
youngsters think of me, when they think of me at all, 
as a pretty stern sort of person. 

Perhaps that's just as* well, for Lwant to give the 
young people of America some friendly, fatherly 
advice, and I would like them to take it very seriously. 

The advice has to do with the sex-crime headlines 
in the newspapers today. These headlines worry 
everyone wijh any decency — they worry your par-, 
cnts and they worry you: And they certainly worry 
me.. 

So I've worked up a list of ten 'Teen- Age Tips** 
that I feel will help young people to steer clear of 
danger. When you look them oyer you may say that 
some of them are only common sense. But remem- 
ber that the common-sense rule is often, the one 
we're apt to forget. 

You'll also note that some of the "tips" apply only 
to girls. But remember again, every boy has a sister 
or a girl friend who needs his protection and advice, 
so he should study the whole list too. 

In'any case, these are, the ten rules tfiat, in^my 
judgment and experience, are the most important. 

1. If any stranger — or even a slight acquaintance — makes 
improper advances, tell your parents Immediately. 

Young people are too often kind-hearted about such things — 
they dislike the idea of getting an offender into "trouble.'* Just 
remember that if you dotft report him, he'll probably get into 
worse trouble later on — to say nothing of the harm he may cause. 

2. If you know of any pornographic pictures or literature being 
passed around, notify your parents Immediately. 

Obscene reading matter, is a favorite habit of the degenerate. 
If the authorities can run down the source and trace the material, 
they may be able to rid the community of danger before it starts. 

3. Know your datel Don't go out on "blind dates" unless 
another couple U along — and even then be cautious. 

If someone phones and says he's a friend of Jack Jones, tell him 
you'd be glad to have Jack Jones introduce him.

Always make sure that the 
person is a respectable businessman. 

9. Don't go about the house half-dressed.

i he felt Cocke was merely trying to use the FBI and that we should not be roped 
in on this matter. The Senator was told that Cocke's reputation was well-known 
and that we appreciated his advice. Senator Talmadge mentioned he, of course, 
needed Cocke's influence in the State of Georgia but he personally was very 
much against foreign aid and very definitely would hate to see Cocke pulling his 
shenanigans with the FBI. He stated that Cocke's reasons for being with 
the captioned committee were mostly to gain publicity for himself in order 
to support a campaign for the Governorship of Georgia within the near future. 
The Senator will not support Cocke in his campaign. 

ACTION: 

Mr. DeLoach will tell Cocke on April 29, 1958, that his offer 
is deeply appreciated but it will be impossible to accept this appointment. 
Cocke will be told that it is impossible for FBI representatives to divorce 
their professional connections from their Legion affiliations, that regardless 
of the fact that the FBI would have nothing to do with the appointment, at 
the same time many individuals might believe it was the FBI acting in 
such a capacity rather than the American Legion. He will also be told 
that the pressure of work just does not allow any additional responsibilities 
at this time.
